The story on automobiles offers 
an excellent example of the Soviet | 
economy, methods and attitudes. 
Russia, outside the satellites, has 
a population of around 230 million | 
as compared with this country’s 
173 million. Last year the a 
mobile manufacturers. of 
United States produced iainth 
seven million automobiles. Those 
of the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics turned out $8,000. This 
vear the United States will have 
a ‘“‘six-million-car” total. In the 
first half of 1957 the Union of | 
Soviet Socialist Republics. pro-| 
duced only 55,000. But this does 
nor deter it in its ruthless control. 

It has frozen the production of 
automobiles and raised prices. | 
The Kremlin frankly states that) 
there is such a great demand for 
cars that the government wants 
to discourage it. Therefore, pro- 
duction will be no greater than be- 
fore and the price will be upped 
by one-fourth. That will discour- 
age the desire for cars. The 
same is true of carpets. 


No Complaint 


Now, of course, there will not | 
be any decrease in the desire of 
the citizen for carpets or Cars. 
But no Russian will complain 
about it—in public. He may whis- 
per in his wife’s ear, after a 
careful look around to be sure no 
one is listening, that he doesn’t 
like it. The more daring may 
whisper that in the United States, 
Germany, Italy, France and 
Switzerland, there are plenty of 
automobiles and motorcycles. 

But there will be no audible 
protest. 

And the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics will continue building 
sputniks, missiles of all ranges, | 
fighter jets and bombers, and/| 
also will continue enlarging its | 
heavy industry, increasing its 

railroads and otherwise creating | 
a physical foundation for wag sing | 
war. This story explains why “the | 
Russians are “‘ahead’’. They take 
it out of their people. | 

The citizen will do without rugs, | 
gadgets, luxuries of any sort,| 
and he jolly well will get along | 
without cars and motorcycles. 
If he wishes to drown his sorrow | 
in vodka, as many do, it will 
cost him more.

*‘Childless Tax’ 


The Kremlin has abolished the 
*“‘childless tax.’”’ This was a pen- | 
alty paid by married couples with | 
one child or none. Had this been | 
all, the tax would not have been | 

too onerous. 

But the Soviet bureaucrats are) 
even more dogmatic than our 
own. A childless tax meant just 
that. So, for years unmarried 
maidens and widows have been 
paying a financial penalty for 
having no children. About 85 per 
cent of this tax, which amounted 
to about $1,500,000,000 annually, 
was paid by single girls and 
widows. 

The second reduction was not | 
a tax in the literal sense of the | 
word. The government has abol- 
ished the law requiring every 
citizen to invest in government 
savings bonds. These were rough- 
ly the equivalent of the American 
FE bonds. Washington  peddles 
them vigorously, but it is on a 
voluntary basis. More and more 
Americans purchase them be- 
cause they are a painless way of 
saving. But the Russian wage 
earner had no choice. 

At any rate, what emerges 
from the latest Soviet decrees is 
that the Russian will pay a little 
more for everything save bread 
. . and it is about the same. 
Bread still is the staff of life, the 
essential part of every Soviet 
mea., as it is in Europe. In Amer- 
ica we pay more for everything, 
including bread, but we are try- 
ing to eat less bread because. we 
eat too much of everything else. 

But, at least, we don’t have a 
childless tax

Let Reason Prevail 
Instead of Politics 


As the legislative session opens, it 
obvious there will be stronger political 
undercurrents than usual. This is natu- 
ral since it is an election year. Georgians 
nust elect a governor, a new Legislature 
and a host of other officials in 1958. 

But in their desire to impress the 
voters, officials and legislators should not 
lose their heads in saddling upon the state 
measures which may be politically popu- 
lar now but which are unwise and certain 
to boomerang in the months to come. 

We speak specifically now of, two pro- 
posals being kicked around at the Capitol. 
One, supported by Lt. Gov. Vandiver and 
being introduced as a bill in the House of 
Representatives, would set a flat rate of 
$3 for license tags for automobiles and 
small trucks. Reportedly it would cost the 
state about seven million dollars in reve- 
nue. 

Another is the proposal, which reports 
say will have full administration backing 
for an additional 25-to-50-million-dollar 
increase in the present 100-million-dollar 
Rural Roads Authority. 

Both of these measures are bound to 
attract considerable legislative and popu- 
lar support. But from the standpoint of 
Georgia finances, both are equally unwise. 

At present the state is spending at a 
rate about equal to its anticipated in- 
come. In fact, some reduction in income 
is expected. There are heavy pressures 
for additional : spending which could ex- 
haust the state surplus in a matter of a 
few months. State Auditor Thrasher has 
said the next administration likely will 
face financial difficulties. 

How then can we advocate 
which would reduce taxes while inc! 
ing spending? The leutenant governor 
says the reduction in revenue could be 
made up through economies in stream- 
lining state government. That is a lauda- 
ble goal but economy has had rough sled- 
ding in recent years. 

We heartily support Mr. Vandiver in 
his view that additional huge outlays in 
uthority financing would be a mistake

There’s no use kidding our- 
selves that such type financing relieves 
the state of debt obligations. The money 
is owed by every citizen and in the long 
run will have to be paid by them. We 
now owe about 280 million dollars in 
such projects. 

Like Mr. Vandiver, we're for building 
rural roads wherever needed as fast as 
I ible. But if it means “crippling reduc- 
tion in central state services,’ they must 
wait until the state can afford them.

[kes ‘Survival’ Budget 
Means Some Sacrifice 


President Eisenhower’s “space-age 
budget proposals, calling for a record 
peacetime spending of 73.9 billion dollars, 
came as no surprise. 

Although the details had not been re- 
vealed, it had appeared rather certain that 
the administration would be forced to 
react to the Russian threat in the only 
manner which can insure security—to 
meet the military and economic threat in 
terms which the Kremlin understands. 

There is a total of 47.1 billion dollars 
included in the budget for “protection” of 
this country. This includes additional funds 
for the military, for development of atomic 
energy, foreign aid and similar programs. 
It includes additional funds for spending 
for scientific education and basic re- 
search. 

The President held back on recom- 
mendations for domestic spending, mak- 
ing no new requests for school construc- 
tion, reclamation and revision or curtail- 
ment of such programs as flood control, 
farm aid, housing and financial aid to 
states. He admitted, however, that little 
could be saved in this field. 

There, of course, will be much gnash- 
ing of teeth about curtailment of domes- 
tic programs. The President, in his St 
of-the-Union message, warned of such 
austerity, saying the people must sacri- 
fice some of their pet projects for the 
sake of survival. Let us hope that such 
domestic cuts do not have the effect of 
further depressing the economy. 

The economy itself must grow to ab- 
sorb the added defense costs. All 
through the message is the note of urgency 
about stepping up the effort to dete nd

ourselves. There is some criticism that it 
does not go far enough to do the job 
which must be done. 

It, of course, means no tax cuts. It 
probably means an unbalanced budget

The best thing about President Eisenhower’s State of the Union 


message was his program for

The largest and most sustained 
applause came toward the end of 
the address when the President 
declared that Americans ‘“‘will 
always go the extra mile with 
anyone on earth if it will bring 
us nearer a genuine peace.” 

His appeal that the ‘‘world can- 
not stand still on disarmament” 
despite the standstill of present 
negotiations, his invitation to the 
Soviets to join the United States 
in a common global campaign 
against malaria—these and others 
like them touched a most respon- 
sive chord on Capitol Hull. 

This does not mean that the 
American people want peace at 
any price or want agreement at 
any cost. 

But it does mean, I think, that 
the American people want nego- 
tiations with the Soviets and are 
not going to be satisfied with the 
position that because negotiations 
are not likely to be productive 
they shouldn't be started at any 
level and at any point they can 
be started.

But the United States cannot 
safely stand in a_ position of 
grooved inflexibility. 

There are sound reasons to pre- 
pare ourselves to negotiate earn- 
estly—with our eyes wide open. 

The American people will find 
mounting defense spending and 
unabated taxes tolerable only as 
they are convinced that the United 
States is energetically and re 
sourcefully doing everything it 
can to find some way to stop the 
endless and, perhaps catastrophic, 
piling up of the weapons of mass 
suicide. And that goes double for 
our NATO allies. 


Furthermore, even if it is true 
that the Soviets have no present 
wish to settle any dispute under 
equally measured concessions, it 
isn’t good enough to accept this 
state of affairs as though nothing 
ever could be done about it. 

We have got to do more than we 
have been doing to show to the 
world that we are putting fair 
proposals upon the Soviets. We 
have got to get off the defensive.

But if the election were 
to be held tomorrow, the consen- 
sus is the Democrats would gain 
a minimum of 30 House seats and 
the total could go as high as 60. 
With 21 Republican seats at stake 
in the Senate, the Democrats 
could gain as many as five to 
give them a comfortable working 
majority. This might go to eight 
or 10. 

A great deal can happen in 10 
months. If President Eisenhower 
were to assert a firm and vigo- 
rous leadership against the back- 
ground of his once great popu- 
larity, the situation could be al- 
tered. But even in 1956 when he 
won by a near-record vote, carry- 
ing all but. seven states with a 
majority of more than nine mil- 
lion popular votes, Eisenhower 


failed for the first time in a cen- | 


tury to carry in with him major- 
ities in the two Houses. 


The recession or readjustment 
now going on has soured many 
businessmen. Having brought the 
utmost trust and confidence to 


the first Republican administra- 
tion since 1932, they speak today 
with the bitter disillusionment of 
a jilted lover. Sen. Hubert Hum- 
phrey (D-Minn), who has spoken 
to many business groups in re- 
cent months, said he had rarely 
heard such expressions of hostil- 
ity, even when these same critics 
were at the height of their hate- 
Roosevelt frenzy. 

Still another factor is the con- 
tinuing decline in farm prices. 
By lowering supports for dairy 
products Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra Benson has touched off new 
resentment, with many Republi- 
cans in open revolt. 

Whether justly or unjustly, it 
adds up to a Democratic outlook 
brighter than at any time since 
the mid-’30s. The Democrats be. 
lieve they will take Senate seats 
in Wisconsin, West Virginia, Ari- 
zona, Pennsylvania and Nevada. 
They add as possibilities’ New 
Jersey, Connecticut, Michigan 
and even Ohio and Indiana. 

The Democratic victories in 
Wisconsin and New Jersey last 
year pointed the way.

Remembering 
Too Late 


Before I left for the mountains I thought of calling her and 
asking her if she would like to ride up there with me. She loved 
the mountains so. In fact, she loved a trip of any kind, probably 
because she didn’t take many. And then there was that thing 
about her—an almost child-like joy in any small adventure, any 
happy little circumstance that came along. 


Once she rode down to Dublin with me and her pleasure in 
the trip later became a joke in both our families. She prepared 
for it and talked about it with all the high excitement of somebody 
going to Europe. And although I had never thought the drive 
down to Dublin was a particularly fascinating trip, through her 
eyes it took on new glamor for me. 


She chattered gaily and pointed out sights and thanked me so 
profusely for inviting her along that pretty soon I began to see 
the long, wearisome drive in a new light. Now when I think of 
driving to Dublin it’s as if I were touring the Swiss Alps or 
something. 

As I said, I thought of asking her to ride up to the mountains 
with me. But I was in a hurry and the idea occurred to me late 
and I ended up going by myself. And when I got home at supper 
time I found the house deserted and a note from the children. 


My little friend was dead. She had died very suddenly while 
dressing to embark on another of her small, joyous adventures— 
a trip to town with her daughter-in-law. 


For those of us who knew and loved her it was a time of grief 
and shock. But the worst of it was the way her going suddenly 
showed us ourselves. 

If I had taken time to call her before I left, I thought. Maybe 
she couldn’t have gone but it would have pleased her to think about 
it, to have had the opportunity. And I would have heard her 
wonderful laughter, caught some of her sense of fun before it was 
stilled forever. 

One of her children felt it, too. “If I could just see her once 
more,’’ she mourned, ‘“‘to be sure she knew I loved her. I never 
told her I loved her!” 

The enormity of this omission could in no way be diminished 
by our saying, “She knew. She knows now.” 

Of course, but we should have told her. 

Another friend said, ‘‘She asked me to come by the other day. 
She wanted to see me. But I was busy and in a hurry and I put 
it off. I wish now...” 

A business associate said, “I knew of a job I thought she 
might like. But I put off telling her about it. I meant to, but 
1 was busy.” 


Still another friend said, ‘I’ve ordered flowers for her funeral. 
She loved flowers. You remember how she’d spend her grocery 
money on the weekend filling her living room with flowers? Why 
didn’t I spend my money to buy her flowers then?’’ 


It was said over and over again. Wherever two or three of us 
met to speak of her we were conscious most of all of her warmth 
and generosity and sense of fun—and our own niggardly preoccu- 
pation with ourselves and our own interests. 

The finality of a funeral is the thing that tears at your heart 
and yet, is it so final? Except for remembering her, we can no 
longer do anything for her. But her sudden going may have taught 
us something—to make the call, to say the word of appreciation, 
to give the small gift before it’s too late next time.
